similar, it has been necessary to 
establish a' department 
in the 
headquarters of the Texas rehabili- 
tation and relief commission to 
care fcr these matters. The head 
of this department, responsible' di- 
rectly to Col. 
Lawrence 
West- 
brook, state director, is Miss Ma- 
rie Dresden, social service con- 
sultant. 
She has direction of the 
case workers operating in all coun- 
ties of the state in the investiga- 
tion of relief need cases.' 


When a person applies for re- 
lief or Is reported to the relief 
office as being in destitute cir- 
cumstances, the social service de- 
partment, through its case work- 
ers, immediately makes invesiga- 
tion to-find out whether the need 
is justifiable. 


The purpose of the social ser- 
vice department workers, as defin- 
ed by Consultant Dresden, is to 
find out what the relief needs and 
then devise some way of meeting 
them, either through getting help 
from 
other 
agencies or giving 
help from the public agency. 
"We are interested," says Miss 
Dresden, "in seeing that all these 
people get help in the best possible 
way., For this reason we try to 
interview people in need in their 
own homes in privacy where we 
can talk freely and then make In- 
dividual plans. Relief is given In 
the home in order that we may,

York Cotton Exchange, a visit to 
which was made possible through 
the courtesy of Robert M. Har- 
riss of Harriss ft Vose, reflected 
considerable 
activity in marked 
contract to the conditions that pre- 
vailed a year ago. The group was 
greeted by William Dowdell, pres- 
ident of the exchange, and found 
in this great cotton mart at 60 
Beaver street, high 
above the 
pulsing finanical heart of 
New 


York, an interesting and signifi- 
cant barometer of conditions in 
the cotton trade throughout the 
world. 
Through the courtesy of 
Mr. Harriss, the group also visited 
the stock exchange, 
nearby at 
Broad and Wall Streets. 


Too large to see except in the 
most casual way during the short 
period of the stay here. New York 
nevertheless proved a milestone of 
much interest on the route 
of 
travel. There was time for some 
inspection of the dock facilities 
and a few of the more interest- 
ing spots and places not particu- 
larly 
connected 
with 
cotton.

Says NRA Fails 


Unless Price Of 
Cotton Goes Up 


WASHINGTON, ept. 28.—W- 
J. K. McDonald, Texas agriculture 
commiilioner, today told the news- 
papermen that "unless the price of 
cotton goea up soon the NRA can 
not succeed." 


The Texas agriculture commis- 
sioner, who has been in Washing- 
ton several days conferring with 
farm adjustment administration of- 
ficials, said It seemed to many 
people In Texas that the "NRA is 
a failure." 


The condition of the cotton far- 


mer, he said, is no better than It 
was during the worst days of the 
Hoover 
administration. Any in- 
crease In price, he said, has been 
Offset by rises in commodity costs. 


"We are a veritable empire in 
Texas/' McDonald said, "and yet 
we hae bought very little from the 
industrial north and east in the 
past three years. It Is not that 
we do not wish to buy, but we are 
choked by debt and have no pur- 
chasing power. T«n cent cotton 
woii't solve the problem. If the 
government would fix the price, of 
cotton at around twenty cents a 
pound, Texas and other cotton pro- 
ducing states would be able to buy 
some of the manufactured products 
which the indstrlalist has to sell, 
unless the price of farm commodi- 
ties is raised and raised quickly, 
the NRA will fail and its failure 
will further complicate the prob- 
lem of recovery."

AUSTIN, SeVt. ' 28.-WP)—A bill 
to provide for regulation of all 
public utiities and their rates by

IDEALS LIVED 1900 YEARS AGO * 


Tarsus Jew, One of Most ^Brilliant Minds In 


History, Made Explicit the Teachings .of 
Jesus—A Preview of Paul, And a Study of 
Greatness.

We were riding through Ontario 
last summer, and one of our party 
incited 
by the soldiers' monu- 
ments in almost every village, re- 
marked, "Why is it that most 
monuments, and marked historic 
sites, are military? Has the human 
race done nothing noteworthy be- 
tides fighting?" We were still dis- 
cussing this theme,' in . desolutory 
fashion, when we came to Ottawa, 
where, in front of the impressive 
Parliament building, we saw a 
beautiful statue of Galahad, ex- 
quisitely inscribed, which had been 
erected by the public in memory 
of a noble youth who had lost his 
life in attempting to rescue a 
drowning girl. 


Somehow, that 
fine memorial 
changed the trend of our talk, and 
we began to cite monuments to 
great men and women who were 
not military, but who had served 
the world. I capped the list with 
the name of Paul of Tarsus. 


There are more effigies of Paul, 
and stained-glass representations 
of J him, and paintings (of which I 
love best 
Rembrandt's peerless 
Paul), and churches and schools, 
hearing his name, than of all the 
great kings and conquerors and 
warriors combined. All over the 
world one finds the name of St. 
Paul attached to institutions that 
represent the highest interests of 
humanity. 
More significant yet, Paul's pres- 
ent .influence is greater than that 
of any other world leader who 
lias ever lived. None of the fam- 
ous scientists or philosophers or 
writers of all time can approach 
Paul as a shaping force in the 
thinking of today. 
Take two instances. During this 
present week many millions of 
Sunday school members will be 
conning Paul's 
life 
and 
utter- 
ances. Thousands of ministers, the 
world around, will be expounding 
hi* words In sermons. A whole 
library of books and periodicals 
will be devoting their pages to 
Paul during the next three months. 
This insignificant little Jew from 
Tarsus, in Asia Minor, has his 
shaping hand upon the thought 
of the Twentieth century. 
Even more compelling and gra- 
matlc is Paul's part in the N. R. 
A. movement in the United States, 
which the whole world is intent- 
ly watching as a new experiment 
in government. What is the basic, 
central idea of the N. R. A.? 
Nothing- less 
than the principle 
propounded and oft-repeated by 
Paul, in interpretation of the Gos- 
pel of Jesus, that "We then that 
are strong ought to bear the bur-

Pauline teachings could conceive 
of such a vast experiment as the

ness of the people to practice the 
religion which they profess. 


A -One-Man City 
This course of International les- 


danapolus is popularly associated 
with it. When and why were the 
Tarsus catacombs dug? Like oth- 
er travellers who have gone to 
Tarsus, I have been obsessed with, 
its memories of Paul. 
Bulking larger in my thought 


of the city than Cleopatra, is that 
great woman, who recently died 
In California, Mrs. Thomas Chris- 
tie, who, with her husband, main- 
tained St. 
Paul's 
Institute for 
boys. How well I recall the first 
time I addressed the school! Mrs. 
Christie 
remained 
in Tar's us 
throughout the war, in Pauline 
heroism, ministering to the needy 
natives and to the British prison- 
ers of war. It was as disciples of 
Paul that the Christies carried on 
their monumental 
work in his 


home town. 
Paul never outgrew his civic 


pride in Tarsus, which he boasted 
was "no mean city." No man ever 
becomes so great that the hold of 
childhood memories upon him does 
not increase in strength. Brifliant- 
ly Paul repaid his boyhood debt 
to Tarsus; for the greatest orna.- 
ment and fame of any city is the 
noble individuals it produces. The 
best form of "town-boasting" is to 
develop a great life in one's s«lf. 
At the time, Raul meant nothing 
to Tarsus, though Tarsus meant 
so much to him. The memories it 
establishes 
in 
its children are 
more important to a city than the 
work of its chamber of commerce. 
I have no doubt that, on their 
long journeys together, Paul used 
to recount to Barnabas and Silas 
and Luke and Timothy, his boy- 
hood exploits on the River Cyd- 
nus and in the Mediterranean and 
back in 
the 
gorgeous 
Taurus 


mountains that stand sentinel be- 
yond the fertile Cillclan Plain. Peiv 
haps1 in heaven I can asU Paul 
to describe that peerless pass call- 
ed the Clliclan Gates; which my 
poor pen has been powerless to 
portray. 


A Great Jew's Frlde 
It is a very fine and human trait 


in Paul, this devotion to -Tarsus. 
Like all the truly great, he was 
strong in loyalty. He was proud of 
his city, and proud of his race. "I 
am a Jew," he publicly affirmed, 
again and again. His speeches and 
letters Were saturated with Old 
Testament 
teachings. I wonder 
how the Hitlerized preachers of 
Germany get' 
around the great 
apostle's Judlasm? The conscious- 
neess of his racial heritage—he 
boasted of being "a Hebrew of 
Hebrews"—made 
him yearn for 
the conversion of his people to 
Jesus, thev Jew who became the 
whole world's Saviour. "Bretheren, 
my heart's desire and my suppli- 
cation to God is for them, that 
they may be saved." 
Early in life, having been edu- 
cated in the Hebrew Scriptures 
and taught the trade of tent-mak- 
ing, 
Paul was sent to Jerusalem 
for his further education. Evident- 
ly his family was one of wealth 
and standing; it. Is surmised thaf 
his father, or an earlier ancestor, 
was given, Roman citizenship for 
some service to the empire. At the 
religious capital of Jewry, the sac- 


Certainly his ability and. seal put 
him in the forefront of those who 
sought to extirpate the religion of 
tasus. 
And Paul was proud also of his 
Ionian citizenship, asserting It 
right manfuly on critical occasion!. 
He was a better Roman than the 
captain who on one occasion, held 
him prisoner. There is a deep les- 
son in patriotism written large 
upon Paul's life. 


So we perceive the manifold loy- 
alty of Paul—to his city; to his 
race; to hie country; and to his 
•ellgion. Later, these were all em- 
>raced In his loyalty to Christ.

Farmers who are making or 
considering contracts for land for 
the approaching year ere advised 
to proceed with caution and to 
make ample allowance for com- 
plying with the hew government 
program to be announced soon, 
C. C. Morris, county agent, ad- 
vised Wednesday. 
Mr. Morris said that he under- 
stood that the plan was virtually 
completed and that minor details 
were now being worked out and 
the scheme would be made pub- 
lic within the near future. The 
county agent said that it was al- 
most certain that the plan would 
call for a forty per cent reduc- 
tion of acreage over a period of 
five years and that 
the 
new 
program would extend over at 
least two ye»rs 
and 
probably 
longer.

He declared 
that 
the 
plan 
would be of benefit to both- ten- 
ant and landlord, and while ad- 
justments might be difficult for 
a time, tha tin the end the plan 
would be highly beneficial, and 
would 
enable 
better 
farming 
methods without so much financ- 
ing, 
which has been a burden in 
the past on both landlord and 
tenants. 
Mr. Morris said that it might 
or might not be compulsory for 
certain methods to be adopted, 
which would include 
the 
soil 
preservation activities of terrac-

Legislation to supplement 


the new federal securities 
act is in prospect, in the 
opinion of William B. Her- 
lands, of New York, assist- 
ant United States attorney, 
Its enactment is believed as- 
sured unless proper steps/are 
taken by stock excha^fc's or 
individual states to ^Correct 
practices which th£' securi- 
ties act failed to oSver. 


"The 
problem^ of fradu- 


lent stock 
Manipulation," 


Mr. Herlands/says, "was the 
starting pojrit of .the investi- 
gation conducted by the sen- 
ate coiumittee on banking 
and currency, but this was 
entirely disregarded in the 
preafent securities act. Stock- 
majrket manipulation could 
bej controlled "by a statute 
regulating the stock ex- 
changes. Unless the stock 
exchages or the individual 
states promptly undertake 
to remedy the more vicious 
stock-market p r a c t i c e s , 
many competent observers 
believe that congress will 
pass regulatory legislation 
within the next year." 


The securities act deals 


exclusively with the under- 
writing, the issuance and the 
distribution of stocks. There 
remain, says Mr. Herlands, 
"the 
equally i m p o r t a n t 


problems of the formation 
of corporations and stock- 
market manipulation after 
the initial distribution of se- 
curities." 


Adequate protection of 


the public will not be af- 
forded until improper prac- 
tices in connection with 
these activities are penaliz- 
ed. The securities act was 
a step in the right direction, 
but it was only a step! It 
would be better if the stock 
exchanges themselves 
or 


the states would regard it 
as a warning and act ac- 
cordingly by completing the 
task. If they will not, how- 
ever, there is little possi- 
bility that the federal gov- 
ernment will refrain from 
doing,the job. The matter 
is likely to come before the 
next session of congress, 
with the consequent danger 
that the latter may go fur- 
ther than conditions really 
demand. 


This possibility could be 


avoided by the 
exchanges 


themselves cleaning house. 
So far, though, there has 
been little indication that 
this will be done.

find little refuge in the Unit- 
ed States since the Commit- 
tee on Uniform Crime Rec- 
ords of the International As- 
sociations of Chiefs of Po- 
lice began its work three 
years ago, work now being 
carried on by the bureau of 
investigation of the United 
States Department of Jus- 
tice. 


Once he has been caught, 


"mugged" and fingerprint- 
ed the /criminal's life is not 
an easy one. No 
matter 


where he may go his crimes 
will find him out sooner or 
later. Every move he makes 
is under the watchful eye 
of the police, an eye that 
has been miltiplied thou- 
sands of'times by the mod- 
ern method of keeping and 
broadcasting criminal rec- 
ords. 


Three years ago the or- 


ganized police chiefs start- 
ed out with 399 co-operat- 
ing law-enforcing agencies 
and no central rogues' gal- 
lery. Today they have the 
co-operation of 6,066 agen- 
cies in 1,546 cities and towns 
and have on file in a central 
office 3,870,810 fingerprint 
records of criminals and sus- 
pects.

"The 
Corslcana 
postoffice

handling a greater volume of mail 
at the present time than a year 
ago," Hugh 
Ix>per, acting post- 
master, announced Monday after- 
noon. 


The total receipts of the local 


postoffice for June, July and Aug- 
ust of 1933 is $419.62 lower as 
compared with the receipts of the 
corresponding months in 1932, but 
this is explained as being due to 
the reduction in local postage rates 
from 3 cents to 2 cents on first 
class mall. 


Tho total receipts of the Corsi- 
cana postoffice for the fiscal year 
of 1933, beginning July 1, 1932 and 
ending June 30, 1933, exceeded the 
receipts of the fiscal year of 1932, 
by $5,154.70, it was pointed out, but 
the 1932 receipts came when 2-cent 
postage on first class mall was in 
vogue while the 1933 figure is on 
the increased rate. The 1932 re- 
ceipts amounted to $50,145.04 and 
the 1933 receipts were $55,299.74. 
Postal authorities, however, fig- 
ure the basic receipts of the office 
on the 2-cent rate and under that 
procedure, a deficit of approxim- 
ately $4,000 is ncted.

retain family life.

"It is our .belief that people 
should live with their families In 
their own homes and that when 
all else fails and they are in 
trouble through no fault of their 
own, the government will aid them 
insofar as we have money." 
At the present time, the home 
visitors are trying to see that 
every child of school age gets into 
school and off the • streets. Plans 
are also being made to care for 
transient persons in order that 
they may be returned to their 
homes or be taken off the roads 
and highways. 


"All this Involves medical care 
in certain Instances," the consult- 
ant states. "When you think of

the period from July 15 to Sept

C. C. Farrlngton, assistant ag- 
ricultural economist of the cotton 
demand section, division of cotton 
marketing, amplified Dr. Webb's 
comment In some detail. 
Refer- 
ring to the slump in the demand 
for American cotton by English 
mills, he said: "Before'the war, 
English 
mills 
took 3,000,000 or 


more bales of American cotton a 
year- 
Imports of American cot- 
ton by English mills during the 
past year amounted to about 1,- 
000,000 bales. Imports were un- 
der 1,000,000 bales in 1930-31 and 
amounted to about 1,333,000 bales 
in 1931-32. 
English Consumption Drop*. 


"The English have been using 
about half the amount of Ameri- 
can cotton they used prior to the 
war, generally speaking, This- Is, 
of course, largely the result of the 
decrease In the total consumption 
of English mills. 
B.ut there Is 
also to be considered the increase 
in English consumption of sundry 
cottons, cotton from South Amer- 
ica. 
Brazil, the Argentine 
and 
Peru, and African, Sudan 
and 
Uganda cotton. 
"Russia, that used to buy from 


200,000 to 500.0QO bales of Ameri- 
can cotton a year, has bought no 
cotton from the United States 
since 1929. This falling off of the 
Russian market was caused 
by 
Russia's production of her own 
cotton and her Inability to swing 
purchases of American cotton.the, 
latter being the principal reason, 
perhaps. But the situation never- 
theless reflects decreased demand 
for American cotton. 
, 


China U Producer. 


"And 
China is a big producer 


of cotton, her crop running around 
2,000,000 bales a year. This, how- 
ever, Is short staple and Is spun 
at home. Japan is the prlnlcpal 
export market and the U. S. takes 
a little. Chinese cotton Is a very 
special type, being coarse, harsh 
and very short. Some of it is not 
even spun. 
Some of It Is used 
for making blankets and the Jap- 
anese use It for padding and sceh 
purposes. 


"India Is 
America's strongest 
competitor in the production of 
cotton, being second in. world pro- 
duction. 
Forty per cent of 
the 
Indian crop is consumed In In- 
dia, 
40 per cent goes to Japan 


and China and the rest to Eu- 
rope." 


As for the efforts to Improve 
the quality of cotton 
in other 
countries, attention might be call- 
ed .to the work of the Indian Cen- 
tral Cotton Committee, a joint 
committee representing the Eng- 
lish and East Indian points of 
view, and the work beii\g carried 
on by the Egyptian government 
under the direction of Dr. Law- 
rence W. Balls, English technoli- 
glst and cotton expert, recently 
recalled to Egypt to continue work 
previously carried on there In re- 
search fields. 
Seek Improve Quality. 
Intense effort Is being made to 
Improve the quality of Indian 
cotton and with progress In that 
direction It will be possible 
to 
blend It much more successfully 
with better cotton. 
Indian cot- 


ton Is now being blended 
with 
other cotton In English mills. 


The research program in Egypt 
has two-fold purpose, to improve 
the quality of long staple cotton 
and to develop short staple with 
characteristics approaching those 
of long staple Egyptian cotton.

in the x United States in cotton 
with staple of 15-16 to 1 1-18- 
inch, he said, and a decrease in 
cotton shorter than 7-8 inch (un- 
tcnderable) and longer than 1 1-8 
inch. 
The volume of production 


Of cotton of 1 1-8 inch staple has 
remained about the same. 


Staple Preferred. 
In view of the figures present- 


ed by Mr. Lanham. it would ap- 
pear that the bulk of "American 
mills prefer—at least, the biggest 
demand is for cotton or 15-18 to 
1 1-6 inch staple. Apparently the 
producer is taking this into con- 
sideration.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 26.—W—George E. "Ma- 


thine Gun" Kelly, notorious desperado surrendered with- 
out a struggle here today when a detective sergeant 
pointed a sawed off shotgun at his heart. 


The Southwost's "bad man" was asleep in a bunga- 


low this morning when department of justice agents 
quietly perfected plans for his capture to face trial in 
connection with the $200,000 kidnaping of Charles F. 
Urschel, Qklahoma City oil man. 


The house in which he and his wife, Kathryn, and 


two others, J. R. Tichnor, 30, and S. ,E. Travis, 26 were 
staying was surrounded by officers. 


Officer Bill Raney entered 


front door. As Kelly opened a bed 
room door, revolver In hand, Rany 
told him quietly: 


"Dry 
that gun, Kelly." 
Kelly's pistol 
dropped to 
the 


floor. His hands pointed to the 
ceiling. 


At the police station to which 


the four were taken, Kathryn Kel- 
ly immediately agreed to -waive ex- 
tradition and return to Oklahoma 
City to face trial. Kelly was not 
as communicative as his wife, .and 
r.ot 
nearly as agreeable to return- 


ing to Oklahoma City. 
At the police station, Kelly read- 


ily admitted his identity, smoked 
numerous cigarettes, but told Po- 
lice Chief Wil! D. Lee, "I'm not 
talking about anything." 


"I wag going back to Oklahoma 


City tomorrow and give myself up," 
his auburn-haired wife said. "Kel- 
ly told me he would kill me if I 
did. 
but I was going anyway." 


She said she wanted to save her

•who determine that the intended 
victim can pay; it requires the ac- 
tual 'snatchers,' the bold outlaws 
who amash their way Into a home 
in the dead of night to whisk 
away their victim at the point ol 
machine guns. 


"The third group comprises the 


guardsmen and those who hide th*! 
victim from the searching public 
spurred by the outraged commun- 
ity. 


"Fourth, and not less important 


are the money changers, the slip- 
pery creatures, scheming in the 
manner and fashion of the mod- 
ern 
fences, 
who 
exchange 
the 


marked currency into money that 
cannot be identified. 


All Equally Guilty. 


"You 
cannot stamp out these 


horrible crimes by merely impris- 
oning the spotters or the snatch- 
ers. You must realize the import- 
ance of those who secrete and har- 
bor the victim until the money is 
obtained, and of those characters 
of the underworld who know how 
to change this money. 


"It is self evident they are equal- 


ly guilty with those who original- 
ly plotted and carried out the ab- 
duction. 


"In this case we have the nu- 
merous conspirators carrying out a 
carefully laid plan almost slmul- 
taenously 
In four states of the 
union. 


"Mr. 
Urschel was taken from his 


home here and spirited away to 
Texas; a ransom note was deliv- 
ered from Joplin, Mo., and the 
money was paid to the kidnapers 
in Kansas City.

The crowning blow was a right 


hand punch Tommy flung into 
Sharkey's face in the tenth round, 
a desperate smash that landed 
on the bridge 
of

former 


heavyweight champion's nose, and 
to the gleeful amazement of a 
crowd of less than 10,000 knock- 
ed Sharkey to his knees, stunned 
him though he came up without 
a count. 
First Loughran Knockdown 
As far back as fight memories 


go, no one has seen the feather 
dusting Lpuphran, famous for his 
boxing but never his punching, 
floor a rival. In Tommy's career, 
long before he won the 
light 
heavyweight championship, there 
appears a couple 
of 
technical 


knockouts. But never has he ser- 
iously hurt a rival since gaining 
the top-notch ranks a. dozen years 
ago. 


It was an evening

Loughran, 
even 


though he got no pay and the 
gate receipts scarcely covered the 
$25,000 guarantee paid 
Sharkey.

laws to permit business and indus- 
trial concerns to operate presiden- 
tial recovery codes without get- 
ting prosecuted, and to re-enact, 
with 
embellishments, the "race 
horse" bill which became law on 
September 1 last. One or both of 
.these bills might be brought up 
for debate today. 
The. senate continued its inquiry 
into workings of the rehabilitation 
and relief committee incident to 
creating methods of issuing up to 
$20,000,000 in relief bonds and dis- 
tributing that money, with the 
least overhead expenses, .to the 
needy. 
The house "anti-trust" bill would 
make it possible for those operat- 
ing under NRA codes to be secure 
frpm prosecution under the strict 
laws enforced in this state against 
monopolies. 


t was specifically stipulated that 
terms of the bill would not affect 
suits of anti-trust law violations 
now pending. There is yet to bo 
tried a suit against a group of 
oil concerns alleging violations in 
which the state seeks to collect 
117,000,000 in penalties.
